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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tibbetts (US 3,617,653). 

Regarding claim 1, 

shown in figure 25, Tibbetts teaches an armature for a receiver, comprising: a 
first leg portion A having a thickness and width (see "Ta" for thickness and "Wa" for 
width, in the Examiner's annotated figure 25-1); 

a second leg portion B spaced apart from the first leg portion; 

and a connection portion C for flexibly coupling the first leg portion A with the 
second leg portion B, wherein the connection portion "Tc" includes a "reduced non-zero 
thickness" portion having a thickness less than the thickness of the first leg portion (in 
figure 25, the point of connection (Tc) to the second leg portion (B) has a 
thickness equal to approximately half of the thickness of the surrounding area); 

and wherein the width Wc of the connection portion C is greater than the width 
Wa of the first leg portion A. 
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Regarding claim 2, 

in figure 25, Tibbetts teaches that the first leg portion A is at a ninety degree angle with 
respect to the connection portion C, as broadly claimed. 

Regarding claim 4, 

in figure 25, Tibbetts teaches that the connection portion is integral with the first A and 
second B leg portion. 

Regarding claim 5, 

Tibbetts teaches that the second leg portion comprises a first sub-leg B and a second 
sub-leg D spaced apart from one another. 

Regarding claim 6, 

Tibbetts teaches that the width Wb of the first sub-leg portion B is less than a width Wc 
of the connection portion C and wherein a width Wd of the second leg portion D is less 
than the width Wc of the connection portion C (see the Examiner's annotated figure 
25-2) . 

Regarding claim 10, 

in figure 25, Tibbetts teaches that the width Wa of the first leg portion A is less than the 
width Wc of the connection portion C (see the Examiner's annotated figure 25-1).
